those who could benefit from it 
are only now learning of its ap­ 
plication to their cases.”

LOS ANGELES <AP) — The 
most intense manhunt since the 
Charles Manson murders has 
been mounted here for the skid 
row slasher, who one detective 
terms

sexually 
impotent 
coward ...w ho hides in the dark 
and preys on weaklings and 
cripples.” 
"This guy's a jackal ... ven­ 
ting his own feeling of worth­ 
lessness on hapless derelicts 
and down-and-outers,” Deputy 
( hief George N. 
Beck 
said 
Thursday. 
Eight slayings have been at­ 
tributed to the slasher since 
since Dec. 1. The first seven 
victims were killed in the skid 
row area; most were derelicts, 
winos. But the eighth man. who 
was murdered Wednesday, was 
not a derelict and was killed 5 
miles from skid row — raising 
tears that the killer could strike 
anywhere 
Beck said a profile compiled 
by psychiatrists shows the sla­ 
sher as “a loner, som e guy who 
probably lives like a hermit and 
only creeps out of his hole to 
commit these horrible crim es.” 
I he psychiatrists who devel­ 
oped the profile said the slasher 
might he deformed or crippled, 
though police have said he is 
stronger than average because 
of his efficiency in cutting the 
throats of his eight victims.

man with stringy blond hair 
They said he could he a homo­ 
sexual.

In general prices for the 16 
selected items in the Ohio AF 
m a rk e tb a s k e t fell.

Navy May Cut Back 
Aircraft Carrier Fleet 


naled this development Thurs­ 
day when he told a San Diego 
audience that surface warships 
will carry a larger share of the 
sea-control mission “with the 
reduction of carrier force lev­ 
els.” 
Holloway did not elaborate 
and the Navy refused to com ­ 
ment. Other Pentagon sources 
provided some details. 
These sources said the ea r­ 
n e r cutback and som e other 
fleet reductions in prospect re­ 
sult largely from inflationary 
pressures on military spending. 
The Navy already has scaled 
down ship steam ing time and 
flying hours, mostly in training 
It also has delayed some ship 
and aircraft overhaul. 
Holloway said the fleet will 
dip below 500 ships next vear, 
roughly half what it was about 
seven years ago. 
In general, the Navy has re­ 
tired or scrapped older ships 
and applied these

be a sm aller but more up-todate 
fleet, planners believe. 
The carrier force reduction, 
even w ith two big new nuclear- 
powered ships due to be com­ 
m issioned within

carriers as it now has on station 
abroad. 
It strengthens the possibility 
that the Navy may decide to 
maintain only one carrier, in­ 
stead of the present two, in the 
Mediterranean.

Only two minor injuries were 
reported am ong the 172 passen­ 
gers on the Jam es Whitcomb 
Riley No 50. Officials said one 
passenger was taken to a hospi 
tal for observation alter he 
complained ol a head injury 
and another suffered a twisted 
ankle. 
Bus transportation was being 
arranged for the passengers.

Va.. said the derailment oc­ 
curred as the train was switch­ 
ing tracks. 
‘T h e car I was riding in sud­ 
denly tipped halfway over and 
threw some of us out of our 
seats." he said. “Then the duf­ 
fel bags fell on us. It was all 
over in a moment.” 
Marker, one of 91 soldiers on 
the seven-car tram, said they 
were only moving at about 25 
miles per hour. 
Railroad officials had not de­ 
termined the cause of the de­ 
railment. which occurred about 
five miles east of the station, at 
the edge of this Ohio Valley- 
city The two engines remained 
on the tracks but the cars were 
left sitting at about a 40-degree 
angle.

Social Security Change Needed 


An advisory panel's recommendations on the 
operation of the nation’s Social Security pro­ 
gram have focused attention on a national prob­ 
lem. 
Simply stated, the Social Security system is 
not actuarially sound. 
Actuaries are warning that by as early as 1977 
Social Security expenditures may amount to $224 
million a year more than the “ trust fund" is 
taking in. They hasten to add that a $44.8 billion 
reserve could absorb the deficit for a period. 
THE SOCIAL SECURITY 
Advisory Panel 
dropped an earlier suggestion that the income 
level to be taxed be raised to $24,000 instead of 
stopping at $14,100 as it does presently. 
Raising the taxable base to $24,000 would have 
increased the taxation for some wage earners by 
70 per cent but would not have solved the prob­ 
lem because people in that pay category do not 
make up a large enough percentage of the total 
w ork force to meet the increased financial needs 
of the system. 
1 hat recommendation has been abandoned 
and now the panel is calling for a “substantial in­ 
fusion of general revenues to pay for increasing 


Predicting Quakes 


Bit by bit. science is getting closer to being 
able to predict earthquakes. 
According to Dr. V K. McKelvey. director of 
the I S. Geological Survey, an important mile­ 
stone was reached last Thanksgiving when an 
earthquake of magnitude 5.2 on the Richter Scale 
occurred between the San Andreas and Calaver­ 
as faults about 10 miles north of Hollister, Calif. 
Survey scientists at the National Center for 
Earthquake Research at Menlo Park, Calif., had 
anticipated this quake from a number of signifi­ 
cant changes they had observed weeks before in 
the earth's crust and magnetic field. This was 
the first time, says McKelvey. that such a va­ 
riety of “ precursory phenomena" had been ob­ 
served for a single earthquake. 
He emphasizes, however, that the ability to de­ 
tect similar telltale clues in the future is pres­ 
ently limited to that area. Also, much more re­ 
search and much more extensive installation of 
geophysical instruments must be accomplished 
before earthquake predictions will be useful in 
planning for public safety.

Social Security tax increases already are 
written into law through the year 2010. At the 
present rate and the present salary base, the 
m axim um amount a taxpayer will pay into the 
Social Security program for 1975 is $824.85. And 
every penny of an employe s contribution is 
matched bv his or her employer 
I'llAT OBVIOUSLY 
is a lot of money. Still, 
actuaries say when the total is taken with today’s 
inflation rate and declining birth rate, the Social 
Security program cannot be considered as a 
sound pension plan. They say basic changes defi­ 
nitely are needed. 
Benefits should not go up unless there is some 
way to pay for them without jeopardizing the 
whole system and future payments to todav’s 
workers. 
SOCIAL SECURITY IS mainly a retirement 
program tor the average worker. Many of those 
with higher incomes take care of their retire­ 
ment needs in other ways. So the average w'orker 
has to determ ine what level of benefits he is 
w illing to pay for during his employment years. 
And the only way to keep the funding as broad- 
based as it needs to be to do the job is to keep 
raising the rate of the tax.

The farm er does need aid so

day of shortages. But here agin, 
speculators have moved in to 
ac h iev e 
som e 
sp e c ta c u la r 
ab u ses 
of 
g overnm ent 
assistance programs.

recent years are convincing 
proof the utility industry must 
expand more rapidly. The oil 
sh o rtag e obviously req u ires 
investment of capital to shift

environment. But there is also a 
strident battle raging over what 
types of power shall be favored 
conventional or nuclear.

IN THE ABSENCE of war.

tend to be those promoted by

Rulemaking by the executive 
would be no better. The en­ 
forcement of regulations would 
require a host of inspectors, 
regulators and attorneys, many 
of whom would have their own

The Russians have demon­ 
strated the failure of central

The 
USSR’s experience has been

counterproductive 
as the economy advances and 
grows highly sophisticated. 
THE SEC ONDARY 
effects 
are so widespread and so im ­ 
possible to calculate accurately 
that monstrosities result. 
There is no question that 
individual 
b an k e rs, 
other 
money lenders and investors 
make many mistakes, some 
atrocious. 
T hese 
m en a r e 
subject to the sam e biases, 
pressures and 
influences as 
co n g re ssm en and officials. 
They have some curious cus­ 
toms w hich make no economic 
sense. But our protection here 
lies in the diversity of our mon­ 
ey markets. To a rem arkable 
degree, the biases and other 
foibles balance out. 
In the end, fund allocation 
would mean a hefty financing of 
marginal 
companies 
in

“ vital” industries. It would also 
mean political decisions on how 
much capacity is needed in 
each field. Inevitably, w e’d end 
up building many uneconomic 
plants, guaranteeing high costs 
for manv vears.

Ohio’s Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion, spotlighted by the energy 
crisis and sharply rising utility 
bills, along with some political 
maneuvering, has become a 
hotbed of interest in the legisla­ 
ture. 
More bills were introduced 
Thursday as the General As­ 
sembly ended its fourth week of 
the 1975 session, and more are 
expected. 
Gov. 
J a m e s 
A. 
Rhodes 
also wants changes 
made in the agency which until 
a few months ago operated in 
relative obscurity. 
The latest bills would do 
away with the formula under 
which the three-member com ­ 
mission approves rates 
that 
may be charged by public utili­ 
ties, such as electrical and tele­ 
phone companies, throughout 
Ohio. 
Rhodes has called publicly 
for action to increase the speed 
with which the agency hands 
down its decisions. He also 
wants to increase its m em ber­ 
ship from three to five, osten­ 
sibly to change it back to GOP 
control from its present 2-1 
Democratic makeup 
Among 22 new bills received 
by the legislature Thursday 
was one by freshman Rep Den­ 
nis L. Wojtanowski. D-74 Will­ 
oughby Hills, with 33 co-spon­ 
sors. doing away with a for­ 
mula that lets utilities figure 


the “inflated” modern day val­ 
ue of their equipment in their 
costs of doing business. 
Known as R econstruction 
Cost New (RCN), Wojtanowski 
said the formula is “unfair and 
out-of-date” and that Ohio is the 
“ last state in the nation” to use 
it. His bill would call for an 
“original cost” approach, he 
said. 
Sen. John T. McCormack, D- 
31 Euclid, is waging what he 
calls a “consumer counter a t­ 
tack” against the RCN for­ 
mula. He said he will introduce 
a bill in the Senate next week to 
repeal it. He charged that it 
gives utilities “ unjustified, 
runaway, rate increases and 
profits . . .” 
E a r lie r 
this week. 
Rep. 
Thomas J.Carney, D-71 Young­ 
stown, introduced a bill that 
would create an 
18-member 
committee of legislators, in­ 
d u stry . 
and 
co n su m er 
representatives to look into the 
commission’s operations and 
report to the legislature every 
six months. 
During a brief floor session 
Thursday, the Senate received 
from the House a major bill 
that appropriates a $91.3 mil­ 
lion state budget surplus for 
Ohio school districts. The Sen­ 
ate is expected to complete 
enactm ent of that proposal by 
m idw eek and send it to the 
governor for his consideration

Woman Resident o f Mental 
Hospitals 99 Years Dies 


COLUMBUS, Ohio-(AP) — 
Martha Nelson, whose name 
became a rallying cry for per­ 
sons seeking to reform 
the 
treatment of the mentally re­ 
tarded, will be buried Saturday. 
She died Thursday at the age of 
103. 
Miss Nelson spent 99 years of 
her life in mental hospitals. Yet 
state officials say they have no 
idea why she was committed. 
She was committed to what 
was then called the Columbus 
State School for the Feeble 
Minded at the age of 4, in 1875 
Records on her commitment 
were destroyed in a fire in 1881. 
“We’ve never been able to 
find out why she was com­ 
mitted,” said Dr. 
Albert Z. 
Soforenko, superintendent of 
Orient State Iastitute and a re­ 
form advocate. 
“ In the early 1900s, people 
were admitted to institutions 
for all sorts of things, like yel­ 
ling at ministers, for instance, 
or acting up at picnics. They 
had no place else 
to send 
them ,” he said. 
Records seem to indicate she 
spent her teen-age years work­ 
ing on the state farm at Orient, 
about 15 miles from Columbus. 
When Orient became an in­ 
stitution in its own right, she 
w as 
tra n sfe rre d 
from 
C olum bus 
an d 
a p p a ren tly 
worked from about age 20 until 
she was 60 or 70 in the laundry 
and doing housework 


When last verbally tested, in 
1935, she had an IQ. of 27, 
profoundly retarded. But Dr. 
Soforenko said the test is highly 
suspect 
because, 
throughout 
her working years, she per­ 
formed tasks which would have 
required a higher intelligence. 
He said there is no way to 
d e term in e 
w'hat 
her 
in­ 
telligence level was when she 
was committed, or how 
her 
childhood in the state home 
might have stunted her in­ 
tellectual growth. 
At her 103rd birthday last 
June, Dr. Soforenko said Miss 
Nelson “became quite a sym ­ 
bolic thing ... People are saying 
‘Don’t let it happen again.’ 
“Maybe Martha Nelson be­ 
cam e a catalyst for stirring up 
the conscience," he said. 
Dr. Soforenko said Thursday 
he had not changed his opinion. 
“ 1 think in the past year and a 
half, Martha gave her contri­ 
bution to society,” he said. “ I 
hope we can learn from it.” 
She became ill earlier this 
week and w as hospitalized 
T uesday 
night 
as 
a 
p r e ­ 
cautionary measure. She was 
moved to an intensive care unit 
later with a diagnosis of pneu­ 
m onia. She died T h u rsd ay 
afternoon. 
Services are scheduled for 
9:30 a.m. Saturday at St. Jo­ 
seph’s Chapel in Grove City. 
Ohio, near the institute. Burial 
will be in St. Joseph's Ceme- 
terv.

Sen. Freeman Proposes State 
Suspend Vehicle Sales Taxes 


C O L U M B U S , Ohio (A P ) - A 
freshman m em ber of the state 
Senate wants Ohio to jum p into 
programs aim ed at solving the 
economic crisis without waiting 
for the federal government. 
Sen. Robert D .Freem an, D-29 
Canton, is pressing Senate 
leaders to begin hearings on his 
emergency bill to suspend state 
and local sales taxes on all mo­ 
tor vehicle sales until Jan . 1, 
1976 — or until the national 
unemployment level falls below 
4 per cent. 
Freem an, 52, former Stark 
County commissioner, calls the 
auto industry “ an extremely 
important part of Ohio’s econo­ 
m y.” 
He claim s the state can live 
with the projected revenue loss 
by spurring auto sales. In turn, 
he said, the sales would help 
spin-off industries such as big 
steel and rubber to create jobs. 
Em ployed workers pay all 
the other taxes, unemployed 
workers do not he said. 
“ The president doesn’t seem 
to be doing much to get the auto 
industry going again, and 
I 
know Ohio can ’t turn the union 
around. But if this works, it 
could bump other states into 
doing 
something,” 
Freem an 
said 
£ 
The Canton Democrat, who 
introduced his bill before the 
big auto makers announced re ­ 
bates on purchases of 1975 mod­ 
el cars of up to about S500, said 
he was encouraged further by 
that development. 
Under suspension of the 4 per 
cent sales tax, prospective pur­ 
chasers could be getting reduc­ 
tions of $800 or $900 a car, he 
said. 
“ 1 know that a lot of times, a 
difference of about $200 can 
mean the difference between 


w hether a person buys a car or 
whether he does not,” he said. 
F re e m a n obtained figures 
from the Legislative Budget Of­ 
fice which projected his bill 
would cost the state about $180 
million in sales taxes during the 
rem ainder of the fiscal year 
that ends next Ju n e 20. 
The estim ate was made, the 
budget off’«»»* *-iid. on the prem ­ 


ise that there will be no in­ 
crease in the volume of auto 
sales during the coming year. 
Freeman said he has support 


for the legislation from William 
Casstevens, regional director of 
the United AutoWorkers Union, 
and is seeking further labor 
support along with that of offi­ 
cials of the big auto makers 
themselves.

C O L U M B U S, Ohio (A P ) - 
Atty. Gen. W illiam J . Brown 
wants the legislature to rewrite 
Ohio’s rape statutes so that 
“ the victim will be treated as a 
victim and not a crim in al.” 
He also wants newr laws on 
the books to enable the attorney 
general’s office to move against 
organized crim e and to com ­ 
pensate the victim s of crim e. 
Brown, who started his sec­ 
ond four-year term Ja n . 13, said 
he intends to push for enact­ 
ment of a comprehensive drug 
reform law he sent to the 110th 
General Assem bly last year. 
That measure, which passed 
the House but dit*d in the Sen­ 
ate, sets sentences not subject 
to suspension or probation for 
drug pushers, and also has as a 
m ajor thrust a broad program 
to rehabilitate drug users. 
In 
his 
inaugural 
address, 
Brown said programs he is 
sending to the 1975 legislature 
are the most significant ever 
forwarded to the legislature. 
Brow n said he would like to 
see a new rape statute “ with 
particular emphasis on more 
humane treatment of victim s.” 
Because of existing short­ 
comings in the law, he said, 
about 50 per cent of the rapes 
that occur in Ohio are never re­ 
ported. At the same time, he 
said rapes throughout the coun­ 
try have increased 80 per cent 
in the last seven years. 
His legislation would place 
greater emphasis on the v ic ­ 
tim ’s testimony, exclude a vic ­ 
tim 's prior sexual record from 
evidence except in narrowly 
delineated circum stances, and 
mandate sentences for second 
offenders. 
Brow n plans to ask for a new 
law empowering the attorney 
general to request statewide or 
multicounty grand juries to in­ 
vestigate organized crim e, and 
another statute allowing rea­ 
sonable compensation for the 
victim s of crim e.
